Judgment of Past Year and 
Coming Year by The _ ;

A year ago, The Iron Age points out in 
its year-end review, men engaged in the 
steel trade ‘‘looked for 1924 to fall some- 
what below the remarkable year 1923 in 
volume of business and profits, but in 
both respects it fell further below than 
they expected.
